Oswald was connected with a Federal agency are filed under their names 
except the letters from J. Edgar Hoover to J. Lee Rankin listed in 
jrour letter. No copies of the stories in the Houston Post or the 

g^ftdelphia Inquirer which you request have been found in the records 
of the Commission. 


As we stated in our letter of October 3 to you, we sent you conies 

of records of TV ^ ich v ° rp aware relating to the rumor that Oswald 
was connected with a ederal agency. These were the copies you 
staue that you received on October 12. We will make records of th* 
Commission available to you in our research rooms in order that you 
can search for additional material. 


We do not know of any separate affidavit for the Defense Intelligence 
agency the Office of Naval Intelligence, or any Marine intelligence 
unit relating to the rumor that Oswald was connected with a Federal 
agency. The affidavit of the Secretary of Defense, of which you 
have a copy, states that Oswald was never an informant or agent of 
any intelligence agency under the jurisdiction of the Department of 
Defense.
